REMAINS 



By the foregoing Preliminary Amendment, new Claims 91-107 have been added. 
Claims 91-107 are based on prior claims 1-2, 4-14, 17-18, and 22-23. Support for the 
amendment can be found in Fig. 2 and the specification at page 11, line 4, to page 13, line 
19, for example. 

Claim 91 recites "said stretch resistant member consisting of a therapeutic non- 
metallic fiber material that is doubled to form a loop and fixedly attached to said 
vasoocclusive coil only at said distal end of said vasoocclusive coil." In contrast, the 
stretch resisting member 133 of Ken 728 has a portion that is melted to form a tip 137 of 
the coil 135, and the other end of the stretch resisting member 133 is fixedly attached to 
the other end of the coil 135, because the anchor coil 141 is disclosed as welded to the 
coil 135 at the other end of the coil.
